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PREFACE 


The Right Book for the Right Child has been compiled to help par- 
ent, teacher, and librarian in the important but difficult task of selecting 
books suitable to the individual child. 

To give a child a book to read which is not suitable to him—which is 
too hard or too easy, which is uninteresting to one of his age or sex, or 
which is lacking in literary merit—is to do harm where we most want 
to do good. There is a desire in every home, school, and library to help 
children acquire a real love for reading good books. A child does not 
acquire such a love by painfully stumbling over difficult passages. Nor 
does one usually achieve a love of good literature through a diet com- 
posed principally of books devoid of literary merit. 

It is one thing to agree with these general statements. It is another to 
select the right book for a particular child. To aid in this task a group of 
children’s librarians (selected by the Board on Library Service to Chil- 
dren and Young People of the American Library Association) has, for a 
third time, joined forces with the Research Department of the Winnetka 
Public Schools. This list is the result. 

The selection of the titles in the main list has been done by the mem- 
bers of the Library Committee. These librarians, out of their extensive 
experience with books and with children, have picked out the books 
found to be most interesting and most suitable to children’s reading, 
from the standpoint both of content and of literary quality. 

But how much skill in reading must a child have attained in order to 
be able to read a given book with ease and fluency? To answer this 
question the Research Department of the Winnetka Public Schools, 
with the help of grants from the Carnegie Corporation and the co- 
operation of teachers in many other school systems has done two things: 
First, they have worked out an objective method of analyzing vocabu- 
lary and sentence structure so as to grade each book in terms of the 
amount of reading skill needed by a child in order to read it with facil- 
ity; second, they have applied this method of grading to the books 
selected by the Committee of Librarians. The techniques are described 
in the Introduction. 

In the first edition of The Right Book for the Right Child (1933) 
(by Mary S. Wilkinson, Vivian Weedon, and Carleton Washburne) 
the formula for grading children’s books had certain shortcomings. 
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Some improvement was made in time for the supplement of the second 
edition (1936). Since 1936 the formula has been much refined and im- 
proved; so the grading in this third edition is definitely more accurate 
than that of either of the first two. The arrangement, too, has been 
much improved, and titles have been brought down to date. 

It must be understood, however, that grading by an objective analy- 
sis of vocabulary and sentence structure necessarily disregards the format 
of the book and the age for which the content is most interesting. For 
these important elements of fitting the book to the child we must still 
rely on expert judgment based upon observation. All the books in the 
present list have, therefore, been considered from both angles. The Re- 
search Department of the Winnetka Public Schools, with valuable 
assistance from the Work Projects Administration, has analyzed the 
vocabulary and sentence structure and assigned a grade in terms of the 
degree of reading ability needed for reading each book with facility. 
The Committee of Librarians, under the chairmanship of Miriam 
Snow, has considered each book from the standpoint of the librarians’ 
observation of children’s reactions to it, and from that of its content and 
format; the committee has then recommended the grade level for which 
it seems most suitable. 

In most cases the objective grading as to difficulty has tallied with the 
recommendations of the librarians. But in some cases there is a marked 
discrepancy. 

‘The discrepancy is of two kinds: (1) The book may grade low in 
difficulty and high in content and format. In that case the book is listed 
according to difficulty and the annotation indicates that it is likely to be 
interesting to older children. Thus White Isle by Mrs. Caroline D. 
Snedeker grades 6.9 in difficulty of vocabulary and sentence structure; 
yet the content is likely to be of interest to eighth graders. So the anno- 
tation contains this statement: “Although this book is of sixth grade 
reading difficulty, it is recommended for older children because of its 
maturity.” (2) On the other hand, a book may grade high in difficulty 
of vocabulary and sentence structure, yet in content and form be ob- 
viously intended for younger children. In this event it is not included in 
the graded list, but is listed as a “read aloud book”; for children’s un- 
derstanding is usually well above their skill in reading to themselves, and 
they may thoroughly enjoy a book read to them which would necessi- 
tate painful labor to read to themselves. Thus Mitty and Mr. Syrup by 
Mrs. Ruth Holberg is enjoyed by first and second grade children but 
requires a reading skill of about fifth grade if a child is to read it to him- 
self. 
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Picture books and poetry, like read aloud books, are listed separately 
at the back of the volume. There is no attempt at objective grading of 
verse, and a grade is indicated for picture books only where there is 
enough text to make the analysis valid. 

The grading of a book as to difficulty is indicated to the tenth of a 
grade. This requires a word of explanation, as the grading is not valid 
to so fine a point. But a book which grades 5.1 is obviously much nearer 
to fourth grade difficulty than is a book which grades 5.9. One could 
have said “easy fifth,” “average fifth,” or “hard fifth” for grades 5.1, 
5-5, and 5.9, respectively; but this, too, would have been deceptive—a 
book grading 5.3 is inappreciably different from one grading 5.4; yet 
one would be classified as easy, the other as average fifth grade. So the 
exact grade is given and those using the book are warned not to take it 
too seriously. In general the grading is valid within about a half-grade. 
One may know that if there is a .5 grade difference between two books 
it is probable (but not certain) that the one with the higher grading is 
more difficult. Greater refinement is both impractical and unnecessary. 

It should also be borne in mind that a child may be intrigued by the 
content of a book a grade above his reading ability to the point of over- 
coming its not-too-great difficulty. And of course any youngster may be 
very much interested in a book that requires less reading skill than he 
possesses. Occasional voluntary reading of books graded somewhat above 
his reading skill probably does not harm a child; a large amount of 
reading cf books graded at or even below his level probably increases his 
facility and interest and thereby raises his reading level. 

In general, however, it can be shown that reading many good books 
at about his own level of difficulty is the most effective way in which a 
child can increase his reading skill and develop a love of reading good 
literature. 

As to the quality of the books listed, we have relied on the judgment 
of a committee of eight librarians selected for this purpose by the Board 
on Library Service to Children and Young People of the American Li- 
brary Association. They have tried to select the best books for children, 
distributed through the grades. The literary standard is higher for the 
upper grade books, because there were more good ones from which to 
choose; but considering the need for enough easy books, all books have 
been carefully selected by experts. Those books which were most 
strongly recommended are starred. 

The Pre-School list of books was not chosen by the librarians but by 
a special committee of the Association for Childhood Education, under 
the chairmanship of Miss Mary L. Morse. This committee also anno-

tated them. Some of these books, to be read aloud to pre-school children, 
appear again in the list of books which primary children can read to 
themselves, or in the list of picture books. 

As a whole, The Right Book for the Right Child is an attempt to 
give parents, teachers, and librarians a list from which to choose good 
books that will fit their children. The grading is based upon eighteen 
years of research, combined with the skilled judgment of children’s li- 
brarians. It can be shown to be more accurate and objective than that 
of any other graded list. The selection of titles is, of course, a matter of 
judgment. But the committee who made the selection was chosen on 
the basis of the expertness of the members’ judgment. It is our hope and 
belief, therefore, that this graded and annotated list will considerably 
facilitate choosing the right book for the right child.

INTRODUCTION 


This introduction is for the purpose of giving a somewhat fuller ac- 
count than was given in the Preface as to the method of selecting and 
grading the books in The Right Book for the Right Child. Readers not 
interested in this detail should pass it by and turn to page xxiii as to how 
to use the book list. 


The Committee of Librarians 


When it was decided to prepare a completely new edition of The 
Right Book for the Right Child, with new and more convenient ar- 
rangement, with consideration of recent publications, and with more 
accurate grading by the revised formula, the American Library Asso- 
ciation was asked to co-operate, as it had done in the two previous edi- 
tions and in the original Winnetka Graded Book List. This co-operation 
was given through the appointment by the Board on Library Service to 
Children and Young People of the American Library Association of the 
Library Committee. 

‘These eight librarians, under the chairmanship of Miriam Snow, gave 
unstintingly of their thought, judgment, and labor. 

Each was asked to indicate which books from the previous editions of 
The Right Book for the Right Child should surely, probably, or possi- 
bly be included in the new edition, and what other titles should be added. 
Factors to be considered were literary quality, interest to children, 
variety, and a proportionate distribution from first grade through the 
junior high school. 

All recommendations were then compiled by Mrs. Morphett in the 
Research Department of the Winnetka Public Schools, and submitted 
back to the members of the Library Committee. Each member rated 
each book with which she was, or was able to become, familiar, by plac- 
ing a number after it, as follows: 


o—Opposed to including the book in the list 

1—Doubtful about desirability of including the book 

2—Faintly favorable to including the book 

3—Definitely favorable to including the book 

4—Strongly favorable to including it—it should unquestion- 
ably be included 

?—Title unfamiliar 
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At the same time the librarians indicated the grade level in school to 
which they felt the book was most likely to appeal from the standpoint 
of content and format. 

Mrs. Morphett and her associates then combined the ratings and, 
separately, the grade recommendations. They then analyzed the vocabu- 
lary and sentence structure of the books which were generally recom- 
mended, and resubmitted the graded list which resulted. 

The librarians were next asked to reconsider their grading wherever 
there was a marked discrepancy between it and the grading of the 
books as determined by the analysis of vocabulary and sentence structure. 
When they confirmed the discrepancy the books were analyzed a 
second and sometimes a third time as to their actual difficulty to 
make sure that the discrepancy between content and difficulty of 
style was real (i.e., over one and one-half grades). Ultimately, such 
discrepancies were handled as indicated on page xii of the Preface. 

At the same time that they considered the grading of the books the 
librarians considered any disproportion among the grades. They aimed 
at a distribution which approximated the following final distribution:

Where the list for one grade was found to be excessive, they recom- 
mended eliminations. Where it was found to be too meager they 
recommended additions. Since each member worked independently, all 
recommendations had to be cleared through Mrs. Morphett, and be 
resubmitted to all members. _ 
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The librarians, with the help of their associates, then wrote the 
annotations. 

In making the final list all books were included which had an aver- 
age rating of at least 2.5. On the other hand, books rating 3.3 or higher 
were starred as especially highly recommended. Asterisk indicates books 
ranking highest in judgment of committee. 

Questions as to the general arrangement, editions to be included, etc., 
were decided, in the main, by Miss Snow, usually in consultation with 
the members of her committee. The Children’s Catalog was used in 
making title and author entries. 


The A.C.E. Committee 


For selecting the books for pre-school children the co-operation of 
the Association for Childhood Education was asked. Miss Olga Adams, 
president, thereupon appointed the pre-school committee. 

Miss Mary L. Morse acted as chairman. A careful study was made 
of all pre-school lists, and the members were asked to make individual 
recommendations. ‘These were all compiled by Miss Morse, and deci- 
sions were reached in somewhat the same fashion as in the case of the 
graded lists. When the list was finally agreed upon, this committee 
wrote the annotations. 

A book which is interesting to children in the primary grades may 
also be interesting to children of pre-school age when shown or read 
aloud to them. There is, therefore, some overlapping between the pre- 
school list and the other lists particularly in the field of Read Aloud 
books, Picture Books, and Verse. This duplication has seemed desirable 
from the standpoint of ready reference by those dealing with pre-school 
children and those dealing with primary children, respectively. 


Grading Books According to Difficulty 


The underlying principle of the grading of the books consists of a 
careful, detailed, analytical comparison of books of unknown difficulty, 
with books which have been widely read and enjoyed by children of 
known reading skill. It was therefore necessary, first of all, to construct 
a basic list by finding out what books were read and enjoyed by many 
children whose reading ability had been measured. 

This basic list of books, with which books of unknown grade place- 
ment were compared, consists of two parts: books read by children from 
fourth grade through the junior high school (i.e., from 8 to 15 years 
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of age), and books read by children of the first three school grades 
(ages 6 to 8). 

The part of the basic list read by the older children was prepared 
by having 37,000 children under 800 different teachers, scattered 
through various parts of the United States, tested as to their reading 
ability by a well-known standardized reading test.* These children 
filled out ballots on each book they read during the course of the year, 
giving the author and title of the book, giving their own age and sex, 
and then marking the book either “One of the best books I ever read,” 
or “A good book, I like it,” or “Not so very interesting,” or “I don’t 
like it.” One hundred thousand such ballots were turned in to the 
Research Department. It was found that certain books could be read 
by children of third or fourth grade reading ability with the fluency 
and ease necessary to thorough enjoyment of them, and that others 
could not be enjoyed until the children had reached sixth or seventh 
grade reading ability.** 

The second part of the basic list, consisting of books for children in 
the first three grades of school, obviously had to be prepared in a dif- 
ferent way. Little children could not be expected to fill out ballots. 
Furthermore, they do not usually have a great deal of free choice in 
their reading; so we could not determine which books they would 
voluntarily choose. A special technique was therefore needed. 

A group of selected, experienced primary teachers was asked to list 
those books which they had found most interesting and suitable for 
children in the primary grades, and to indicate for each book the grade 
to which the book was most likely to appeal. ‘The books on which there 
was the best agreement among the primary teachers were then tried 
out on children. The children were first measured with standardized 
reading tests, to find the level of their reading ability. Then as they 
read aloud from the books which the group of teachers had selected, a 
record was kept of their time and the number of errors they made. On 
the basis of the children’s record and their known reading ability, the 
books were arranged in order of difficulty, some for first grade, some 
for second, some for third. 

We now had the two parts of the basic list. We knew with reason-

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able accuracy the degree of reading ability children had to have in 
order to read each of the books in this basic list. In order to use it as a 
measuring rod for other books, however, it had to be analyzed, to find 
out why some books were harder and others easier. 

After long study and the analysis of the books from many angles, 
it was found that the difficulty of a book is determined to a large extent 
by three factors: First, the proportion of words which are among the 
1500 commonest words in the English language.* Second, the pro- 
portion of words which are repeated—i.e., out of a thousand sample 
words only two or three hundred will differ from each other in easy 
books, while there may be four or five hundred different words per 
thousand in difficult books; this range in vocabulary seems to be of a 
good deal of importance in determining the difficulty of a book. Third, 
the proportion of sentences which are not simple—i.e., which are com- 
plex or compound. It was found that by counting these three elements 
in any given book and weighting each in a formula one could predict 
rather surprisingly well the degree of reading ability a child must possess 
to read that book fluently and with enjoyment.** 

Sometimes the grading resulting from the application of the formula 
disagrees with the grading usually assigned to a book. This may be due 
to a variety of causes. In the first place, the formula itself is not 100 
per cent accurate. Other factors besides those measured may creep in 
to influence the actual stage at which a child is likely to enjoy the book. 
In the second place, people’s subjective judgment as to the grade in 
which a certain book belongs is often mistaken. ‘They have seen a given 
child reading the book and have assumed that others of about his age 
have the same reading ability, or they think that a child has the reading 
ability of the grade in which he is sitting, whereas his reading ability 
may be considerably higher or lower. So apparent misgrading in the 
list may really be misgrading by the person who, on the basis of sub- 
jective judgment, or common sense, or experience, considers the book 
misplaced. Finally, authors and publishers often get out a book as if it 
were for children of one age or degree of reading ability, whereas uncon- 
sciously the author has written the book in a style suitable to children 
of a quite different age and grade. Let us take one example: 

There is a book called American Animal Life, sometimes recom-

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mended for grades one to three. It is printed in large type as if for 
second or third grade children, the pages are nearly a foot wide, and 
seven or eight inches high. It has many full-page illustrations, which 
would undoubtedly be interesting to a child of almost any age. Glanc- 
ing at the make-up of the book one would agree with the grading “one 
to three.” But here are some of the words it contains: additional, dur- 
able, emaciated, intruder, projections, symmetrical, desperate, leisurely, 
palmated! Some of its sentences run up to fifty or seventy-five words. 
Look at this one: “There is, occasionally, an epidemic of hydrophobia 
among skunks, and then they are dangerous to both man and animal 
people; but the skunk bite does not always produce rabies and many 
people are now devoting their time to raising skunks for the market 
of skins.” Another animal is described thus: “Poor beast, his legs are so 
long that if he wants to feed upon grass or herbs growing on level 
ground, his short neck won’t reach down, and he has to kneel or find 
a more hilly feeding-ground; but, then, he is not a grazing animal, like 
his deer cousins, but browses upon leaves, bark, or twigs of trees, and 
also eats the lichens and mosses that hang from the trees.”’ Imagine a 
child in the primary grades reading this! —The formula shows the degree 
of reading ability necessary for this book to be eighth grade. 

Perhaps the publication of this list will help authors and publishers 
to realize the possible discrepancy between the form of a book and the 
grade level at which it can be read, and will help them to make form, 
style, and content consistent and suitable to the children for whom it is 
intended. 

The formula for difficulty probably doesn’t apply very accurately to 
certain books—those, for instance, which describe how to play different 
games, or how to make certain things out of wood. In books of direc- 
tions the child is usually reading only a paragraph or two at a time, 
and he may be anxious enough for the directions to struggle through 
material that is two or three grades harder than would be his normal 
recreational reading. We have, nevertheless, in such cases, applied the 
formula to the books as an indication of their relative difficulty. Thus 
the book by Forbush and Allen called Games for Home, School and 
Playground rates fourth grade by formula, and Bancroft’s Games for 
Play ground, Home, School and Gymnasium rates fifth grade; we know, 
therefore, that the latter is somewhat the more difficult even though we 
are not sure of the accuracy of the grade placement of either. They 
may also be useful to children at lower levels and of course are useful 
to those at much higher levels. 
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Conclusion 


The Right Book for the Right Child is the result of highly co-opera- 
tive work by many persons—the hundreds of teachers and thousands of 
children who helped in making the basic list from which the grading 
formula was derived; the American Library Association through its 
committees; the Association for Childhood Education through its 
committees; the Work Projects Administration through its faithful 
workers in the Research Department; the librarians and teachers in 
Winnetka; and all members of the Winnetka Research Department. 
It is the result of continuous research, thought, and experimentation 
extending from 1924 to 1942—eighteen years. It makes it possible to 
help children acquire facility in reading, a love of reading, and an 
appreciation of good literature by making recommendations for each 
child of the best books which he can, at his level of development, hear, 
browse through, or read with fluency and enjoyment.

HOW TO USE THE BOOK LIST 


In the Home 


Parents, in recommending books to be drawn from the public 
library by the child, in buying books for the child’s library, and in mak- 
ing Christmas and birthday suggestions for relatives and friends, may 
refer to this book list. First of all, however, it is necessary for the parent 
to know the child’s reading ability. In most school systems nowadays 
standardized reading tests are given and the parent can, by inquiring 
from the teacher, learn to what grade the child’s reading score cor- 
responds. ‘The grade in which the child is sitting is not an adequate 
criterion. In a fifth grade room, for example, there are always children 
with reading ability as low as third or fourth grade, and other children 
with reading ability as high as sixth, seventh, or eighth grade. ‘The only 
adequate way to find out what a child’s reading ability is is to give him 
a standardized test. If the school has not given a standardized reading 
test, the parent can very readily administer one himself. It takes only 
half an hour to give it, and it’s fun for the child and interesting to 
the parent.* 

Another, though much less accurate, method of determining a child’s 
reading ability is to note the books he has read and enjoyed. If some of 
these books are found in the book list to belong, on the average, to a 
certain grade, that grade may be assumed to approximate the grade of 
the child’s reading ability. 

Having determined the grade to which a child’s reading ability cor- 
responds, the parent will turn to that grade in the book list and read 
the annotations. Knowing the child personally, the parent will be able 
to determine which books are likely to appeal to his special interests. 

Parents should remember that children may be interested in books 
a grade lower and sometimes even a grade higher than that to which 
their reading ability corresponds. Parents do not, therefore, need to 
tonfine themselves too strictly to the exact grade of their children, but 
may allow themselves latitude of one grade either way.

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At School 


Teachers should give a standardized silent reading test to all chil- 
dren in their rooms about the second or third week of school—long 
enough after the vacation so that the children have recovered most of 
the reading ability that they may have lost over the summer, particularly 
in the lower grades. The children’s scores should be immediately trans- 
lated into the grades to which they correspond, rather than left in the 
form of the numerical scores given by the test. It is well for the teacher, 
in her register, to indicate clearly after each child’s name the grade to 
which his reading ability corresponds—not the score, but the grade to 
which the score is equivalent. 

The teacher will want to keep a room library. This may be owned 
by the room as a result of book donations and book fees brought by the 
‘children or of money raised through dramatics, bazaars, etc., or it may 
be a library loan to the room by the all-school library or by the public 
library. There should, however, always be on the shelves of each class- 
room at least half again as many books as there are children in the room, 
with a minimum number of duplicates or sets. 

In selecting the books for this library, the teacher should be guided 
by the reading test grades of the children and the recommendations of 
the book list corresponding to these reading grades. The teacher will 
probably want to arrange the books in three or more categories labeled 
on the bookshelf “‘Easy Books,” “Average Books,” “Hard Books,” or 
something of the sort, rather than calling the books by their grade 
names. A child sitting in a given room may hesitate to take a book 
that seems to belong to a grade lower. For example, if a fourth grade 
child with third grade reading ability thinks of a third grade book as an 
easy fourth grade book, he does not feel insulted when it is recom- 
mended. 

Children should read many appropriate books each year. ‘The room 
library should be continually refreshed by exchanges of books with 
other rooms, with the all-school library, or with the public library. 
Rural schools often can make such exchanges through the county library. 

Teachers should remember that much reading of good books that are 
easy enough for the child is far preferable to laborious reading of a few 
books that are too hard. Vocabulary and reading power increase with 
the amount of suitable material read. 

In every room there are some children whose reading ability lags 
one to three years behind their age. For each child, the books should, of 
course, be selected from the grade list corresponding to his reading 
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ability, but the teacher should try to find, within that grade list, books 
having an interest range as close as possible to the child’s age. 


In the Library 
The books in this list have been selected specially by qualified chil- 


dren’s and school librarians. It is intended as a buying guide, as well as a 
guide for recommendations to individual children. 

When recommending books to children, children’s librarians will, 
it is hoped, gradually make more and more use of measures of chil- 
dren’s reading ability, as indicated by standardized tests. Such measures 
can usually be obtained from the school. When they are lacking, it 
would not be impossible for the children’s librarian to gather a group 
of the children in the children’s room and give them a reading test.* 
If this cannot be done without too great inconvenience, a rough measure 
of the reading ability can be obtained from the books a child has read 
and enjoyed. If these books are found in the book list to belong, on 
the average, to a certain grade, that grade may be assumed to approxi- 
mate the grade of the child’s reading ability. 

Thereafter the librarian can recommend to that child books from 
the list of the appropriate grade.

To make for uniformity and close co-operation in selecting the book 
list as a whole, our committee adopted both the standards for selection 
and the method of procedure already being used by the library group. 


4. PRE-SCHOOL LIST 


In weighing the books for the present list, there was a division of 
opinion as to the place of the near-by and familiar in books for pre- 
school children and the natural way in which fancy enters into and plays 
with familiar content. We were agreed that “fancy, like charity, begins 
at home.” The question, however, that came up for consideration 
seemed to lie not in the field of fancy itself, but in the degree to which 
it stays close to home with pre-school children. 

In the first section, which we have headed Picture and Picture-Story 
Books we suggest those that are to be used for their pictures and take 
for granted that the rest are to be used as picture-story books. 

Plainly, in the field of collections of verse more than anywhere else, 
we have reached definitely into books belonging to an age beyond that 
of the pre-school child. Here we mention the simpler of the verse as 
indicative of verse suitable for use with young children, implying, in so 
doing, that the book is otherwise very largely for school children. Our 
reason for such trespass into an older age lies in the thought that the 
true poets of childhood should very early find their place in the treas- 
ured library of a child and for whatever characteristics or qualities each 
one can appreciate. his, we believe to be true, also, of the great illus- 
trators of childhood. 

In the selection of books for the Pre-School Book List no attention 
was paid to the good ten and fifteen cent books. Their publication we 
thought too fluctuating for inclusion in a lasting list. To date, however, 
the Association for Childhood Education publishes yearly a revised 
edition of 4 Selected List of Ten Cent Books. This can be secured 
by sending fifteen cents to the Association for Childhood Education, 
1201 Sixteenth Street, N. W., Washington, D. C.
